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The first warm day s o f Su m­ 
mer will u nleash a gigantic cav ­ 
alcade o f 400,000 ho u se trailers 
bearing appro x imately a millio n 
perso ns, and fro m o ne end o f the 
co u ntry to the o ther these ho mes 
o n wheels will add a few mo re 
gray hairs to traffic po licemen 
and o fficials o f v ario u s co mmu n­ 
ities. 
The trailer has ceased to be a 
v au dev ille jo ke. It has ex panded 
into a sizeable indu stry , pro v id­ 
ing city fo lks with an o ppo rtu n­ 
ity fo r inex pensiv e v acatio ning, 
bu t giv ing the o fficials o f many 
to wns and co mmu nities added 
pro blems in tax atio n and sanita­ 
tio n. They are wo ndering wheth­ 
er it is legally po ssible to tax 
these mechanical no mads, and 
ho w they can enfo rce a sanitary 
co de that will prev ent o u tbreaks 
o f epidemics. An o fficial, stu dy ­ 
ing the pro blem, said: “Tax the 
trailerite o n his perso nal pro per­ 
ty ? W hat’s it wo rth? Say $600 o n 
an av erage. Then ju st try to co l­ 
lect a tax after it is lev ied.” 
Cities are stu dy ing the per­ 
plex ing situ atio n preparato ry to 
being relu ctant ho sts to the no ­ 
mads. They are deciding where 
the trailers may go after enter­ 
ing a city , ho w lo ng and u nder 
what co nditio ns they may re­ 
main. One o fficial went so far as 
to say that it is po ssible “we may 
av e to redesign o u r street pat­ 
terns to facilitate trailer u se. The 
trend may influ ence changes in 
o u r architectu re, since the av er­ 
age garage is no t large eno u gh 
to ho u se the o rdinary trailer.” 
The phy sical changes inv o lv ed 
by no means reflect the who le 
tatu s. There is the mental atti- 
u de. Are we changing into a 
mo v ing co lo ny o f latter-day gy p­ 
sies and will the time co me when 
the bu ngalo ws in the co u ntry 
will be o u tmo ded as well as the 
ho u se by the seasho re? 


Dr. J. Du ncan Spaeth, presi­ 
dent o f the Univ ersity o f Kansas 
City and fo rmer Princeto n pro ­ 
fesso r, is au tho rity fo r the so me­ 
what startling statem ent that 
po o r spelling is so metimes a sign 
o f intelligence. 
It seems that a t least a few o f 
the wo rld’s o u tstanding states­ 
men hav e been po o r spellers, that 
a star repo rter o f a metro po litan 
newspaper o nce wro te the same 
wo rd fo u r different way s and 
that leading au tho rs are fre­ 
qu ently gu ilty o f sho cking erro rs. 
May be Dr. Spaeth was merely 
spo o fing, despite this array o f 
ev idence. 
Av erage intelligence, 
particu larly that which has been 
su bjected to so me fo rmal scho o l­ 
ing. wo u ld apparently imply at 
least a fair grasp o f the spelling 
art. 
Still, we hav e the wo rd o f a 
perso nnel ex pert in o ne o f Amer­ 
ica’s majo r indu stries to the ef­ 
fect that high scho o l gradu ates 
are no to rio u sly lax in this fu nd­ 
amental respect. And certainly 
high scho o l gradu ates canno t be 
pu t do wn as representativ es o f 
the mo ro nic stratu m .

Here is a v ast, u ntapped field fo r 
inco me tax ex plo itatio n. Ho wev er, the po litical 
repercu ssio ns that wo u ld fo llo w any majo r in­ 
ro ads into this field are po tentially terrific — 
few Co ng ressmen wo u ld like to v o te “Ay e” o n a 
pro po sal that wo u ld hit their co nstitu ents so 
hard. Co nsequ ently , bro adening o f the tax base 
will be acco mplished slo wly , timidly , carefu lly , 
if at all. 
Upsho t: It is a reaso nable g u ess to say that, if 
tax increases co me, they will co nsist o f a mix ed 
pro g ram which will bro aden the tax base slig ht­ 
ly , so mewhat increase tax es o n indu stry and 
hig her-bracket inco mes and, perhaps, install, in 
effect, so me new tax es. 
It is, o f co u rse, po ssible to defer new tax es fo r 
so me time to co me, ev en tho u g h the deficits co n­ 
tinu e, by fu rther increasing the natio nal debt. 
Bu t. the accepted eco no mists, ev en tho se within 
the Administratio n, are o ppo sing this becau se 
they fear the inflatio nary effects that mu st in­ 
ev itably resu lt. 


NEW TAXES ON THE WAY 
Tax es may no t be raised this y ear — bu t it will 
be almo st a miracle if they are no t. The u n­ 
fav o rable relatio n o f Federal inco me to Federal 
o u tg o is co ntinu ing , the Federal debt is rising , 
and the bu dg et is abo u t as far o u t o f balance as 
ev er. 
Thu s the hig h ho pes that were held fo r a 
balanced o r nearly balanced bu dg et; a few 
mo nths ag o , will no t be fu lfilled this fiscal y ear. 
Reaso n: Treasu ry fo recasts o f rev enu e pro v ed to 
be ex cessiv ely o ptimistic. The inco me tax fell 
well belo w ex pectatio ns as a mo ney pro du cer. 
And the new co rpo ratio n su rplu s tax was almo st 
a co mplete du d — actu al rev enu e fro m it was 
no where near predictio ns. 
The President has o rdered all department and 
bu reau heads to appraise their activ ities, cu t 
co sts as far as po ssible. It is believ ed that su b­ 
stantial sav ing s will resu lt fro m this. Bu t the 
Federal g o v ernment is still spending mo ney fo r 
relief pu rpo ses at depressio n lev els — witness the 
President’s requ est fo r a co ng ressio nal appro pria­ 
tio n o f $1,500,000,000 fo r this pu rpo se. While the 
Administratio n is being adv ised by so me o f its 
principal fig u res, su ch as Federal Reserv e Bo ard 
Chairman Eccles, to retrench, it is being su b­ 
jected to co nstant pressu re fro m states and mu ­ 
nicipalities fo r mo re relief mo ney . So far, this 
latter pressu re has been the mo st effectiv e by 
far. 
If new tax es co me, as a resu lt o f this co n­ 
tinu ed bu dg etry disto rtio n, what fo rm will they 
take? That is a v ery larg e su bject, to which no 
g u aranteed answer can be g iv en. Bu t the trend 
o f Co ng ressio nal and Administratio n thinking 
alo ng this line can be indicated with fair ac­ 
cu racy , there being many past precedents av ail­ 
able. 
It is inev itable that o ne g ro u p will thro w its 
weig ht behind a pro po sal to lev y hig her tax es 
o n co rpo ratio ns and o n u pper-bracket indiv idu al 
inco mes. It is v ery po ssible that this g ro u p will 
hav e its way to an ex tent — ho wev er, it is ex ­ 
ceeding ly do u btfu l if any attempt will be made 
to make u p all the deficit by this means. The 
effect o n indu stry wo u ld be to o destru ctiv e — 
and, as ev ery stu dent kno ws, ex pansio n o f in­ 
du stry is essential to New Deal aims and mea­ 
su res, and “incidentally ” to priv ate jo bs at g o o d 
wag es. 
Ano ther g ro u p will adv o cate “new tax es” o f 
o ne kind o r ano ther. Bu t new tax es are alway s 
a g amble so far as rev enu e is inv o lv ed; fu rther­ 
mo re, there are few thing s left to tax that are 
no t heav ily tax ed already . So the chance o f bal­ 
ancing the bu dg et with “new tax es” may co n­ 
fidently be reg arded as ex ceeding ly remo te. 
A third g ro u p will adv o cate bro adening o f the 
tax base — i. e., reaching perso ns in the lo wer 
inco me g ro u ps who are nqt no w to u ched by di­ 
rect Federal tax atio n. The' bu lk o f the natio n’s 
wo rkers, fo r ex ample, earn well u nder $2,500 a 
y ear, which is the Federal ex emptio n fo r a “head
